2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 9 and 18 all contain limitations drawn to a pair of fixed length laterally spaced 
arms and a pair of variable length spaced arms. These claims also contain limitations directed to 
a stop means for limiting net rotation of the oscillation generating head in a substantially vertical 
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plane. Also, these claims call for crop contacting means that approach the plant foliage from 
beneath. The combination of these three limitations is not found in the prior art of record. 

The closes available prior art is Korthuis et al., 5,660,033. Korthuis et al. discloses a 
harvester similar to the one described by the claims. However, the crop picking head assembly 
(72) in Korthuis et al. rotates on a tilled plane instead of oscillates a substantially vertical plane, 
does not include a stop means and does not include a pair of fixed length laterally spaced arms 
(see Fig. 8B). Korthuis et al. does not have a stop means.
